DiSalle Presses 
For Improvement 
Of Ohio Highways 
DOVER, Ohio (^—Improvements 
In Ohio’s highway system that 
would enable it to handle a IOO 
per cent increase in traffic In the 
next IO years were urged here 
Friday by Michael V. DiSalle. 
DiSalle, candidate for the Demo­ 
cratic

highways that once were adequate 
are now antiquated.

BIRMINGHAM. Ala. UB-Three 
construction workers and a truck 
driver sued for four million dol­ 
lars Friday, claiming they had 
been falsely accused of being mob

Four identical suits, each for 
one million dollars, were directed 
against the National Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
three NAACP attorneys, Mrs. Pol­ 
ite Ann Hudson and Miss Anth­ 
erine J. Luqy. 
All stemmed from charges con­ 
tained in a contempt of court pro­ 
ceeding filed in federal court by 
Miss Lucy Feb. 9. 
In that court action, Miss Lucy 
named Earl and Ed Watts and 
Kenneth L, Thompson, construc­ 
tion workers in Tuscaloosa, and 
R. E. Chambliss, Birmingham, a 
truck driver, as members of the 
mob. 
Each now asserts in the civil 
damage suit that the charges were 
''false and known to be false" and 
were the results of a conspiracy 
by the NAACP and the others 
named. 
The suits were filed In the Jef­ 
ferson County (Birmingham) Cir­ 
cuit Court and each demanded a 
trial before a jury. 
Miss Lucy, the first Negro ever 
enrolled at Alabama, was "perm a­ 
nently expelled" on disciplinary 
grounds by the university’s trus­ 
tees at a secret meeting Wednes­ 
day. 
The 26-year-old former school 
teacher originally had been sus­ 
pended by the trustees on Feb. 6 
after students and "outsiders" had 
rioted for three days protesting 
her»admission.

The Nixon Problem 
Republican Nation al Chairman Leon ard W. 
Rail says Richard Nixon will be Dwight Eisen ­ 
hower’s run n in g mate again in 1956—an d the 
Nixon d ebaters can take it from there. 
There is a Nixon d ebate,* n o d oubt about that. 
Voters who d islike the youn g v ice presid en t d o 
«0 with a v ehemen ce that has n ot been matched 
sin ce the bitter hatred of Fran klin Roosev elt. 
The similarity of the d islike is the key to 
the Nixon problem. 
Hatred d id n ot d o Roosev elt an y harm at 
the polls because it was felt by those who 
would n ot hav e v oted for him an yway. 
The question is whether those who grow liv id 
at the men tion of Nixon 's n ame would be amon g 
those likely to v ote for an Eisen hower-Nixon 
d ate in 1956. 
More speciflcally, the question Is whether 
fliere are en ough Eisen hower In d epen d en ts an d 
Eisen hower Democrats from 1952 who hav e con ­ 
ceiv ed a d islike for Nixon to make him a d eteri- 
men t to Eisen hower’s secon d -term can d id acy. 
Why the d islike exists an d what has fan n ed 
it in to hatred is more a matter for a stud y by 
mass psychologists than for a d escription by 
historian s. It Is in part the result of the same 
kin d of political malice that mad e the late 
Robert A. Taft a bogeyman to man y American s 
who n ev er in quired in to the source of the 
smears again st him. 
But in larger part, Nixon has been the v ictim 
Dwight Eisen hower’s n on political p*estige. Ei­ 
sen hower is a hard man to v Ulify; his stature 
is too great for the political pygmies who would 
like to d estroy him. 
' 
Nixon has been the v ictim of the ran cor that 
otherwise would hav e been # spen t on the Presi­ 
d en t. An d the ran cor has been in ten sified by Ei­ 
sen hower’s d eliberate policy of preparin g Nixon 
to assume d uties of the presid en cy. 
That may help to explain why v ice presi­ 
d en ts trad ition ally hav e been figurehead s. They 
would hav e become targets for political abuse 
if they had been an ythin g else. 
Nixon , the best prepared v ice presid en t who 
ev er liv ed on e heart beat from the presid en cy, 
is the most criticized man who ev er held the 
office.

The cyn ical resolution ad opted by the Ala­ 
bama- Sen ate callin g on Con gress to furn ish 
fun d s to remov e Negroes from the state an d re­ 
settle them in the North an d West rev eals the 
hopelessmess of the race problem in the Deep 
South as far as public authority is con cern ed . 
Politician s hav e n o solution . 
Yet, resettlemen t has been the solution of 
man y tiiousan d s of in d iv id ual Negroes who hav e 
left the South to seek n ew homes.

Tbere is n o easy way out for Alabama or 
an y other southern state with un wield y Negro 
population s — the tragic heritage of the slav e 
system on which the slav e states on ce relied 
to giv e them an econ omic ad v an tage. But there 
has been an d will con tin ue to be an easy way 
out for in d iv id ual Negroes who mov e away.

Secon d ly. Gev elan d M. Bailey, 
a Con gressman from West Vir­ 
gin ia, has in tv od uced H.R. bill 8885 
to authorize aiH>ropriation of on e 
billion d ollars an n ually for con ­ 
struction loaps to en courage the in ­ 
stallation of sewage treatmen t 
plan ts by states an d mun icipali- j 
ties. 
Such loan s would be for ^ years 
with in terest at the rate o i 2*4 per 
cen t per an n um an d would be lim­ 
ited to two-third s of \he cost trf 
the improv emen t or $1,000.000, 
whichev er amoun t Is less.

Due, n o d oubt, to Presid en t 
Eisen hower’s attack a few mon ths 
ago, we hav e been literally d e­ 
luged in recen t mon ths with ad ­ 
v ice an d infcMTOation on heart 
trouble. Almost ev ery d ay we 
hav e occasion to read abcwt a 
n ew stud y on the subject, or listen 
to an up-to-d ate opin ion from an 
authority. 
This is all to the good , for there 
is n o question that heart trouble 
has become a major threat to 
man ’s well bein g, an d the more 
we kn ow about it, the more we 
hear it d iscussed an d an alyzed , 
the better prepared we will be to 
cope with it when it comes, or 
av oid it altogether. 
There was a time when heart 
d isease was kien tified for the most 
part with old er pe<H;d e, the per­ 
son whose n atural life was about 
spen t DoctcM^ used to say that 
such a person d ied because his 
heart gav e out —“heart failure’’, 
it w*as called . 
But heart trouble tod ay is n o 
respecter of age or sex or occu­ 
pation . It strikes youn g an d old 
alike, wcMn en as weU as men . an d 
is common to factory worker, 
store clerk, housewife, an d busi­ 
n ess cxecutiv e. 
Tod ay, a perfectly healthy heart 
is subjert to attack with little or 
n o warn in g. The experts say this 
is d ue to our curren t mod e of liv ­ 
in g, the speed we trav el, the pace 
of the busin ess d ay. the fact we 
play as hard as we work, the in ­ 
ten sity with which we approach 
almost ev erythin g we d o. Psychol­ 
ogists tells us there is also a fac­ 
tor o i tosecurity to all this, that 
the av erage person seems to sen se 
an impen d in g d isaster or d an ger 
to himself an d those for whom he 
is respossit^.

The Nixon Problem 
Republican National Chairm an Leonard W. 
Hall says Richard Nixon will be Dwight Eisen­ 
hower’s running m ate again in 1956— and the 
Nixon debaters can take it from there. 
There is a Nixon debate, no doubt about that. 
Voters who dislike the young vice president do 
so with a vehemence that has not been matched 
since the bitter hatred of Franklin Roosevelt. 
The sim ilarity of the dislike Is the key to 
the Nixon problem. 
Hatred did not do Roosevelt any harm at 
the polls because it was felt by those who 
would not have voted for him anyway. 
The question is whether those who grow livid 
at the mention of Nixon’s nam e would be among 
those likely to vote for an Eisenhower-Nixon 
slate in 1956. 
More specifically, the question is whether 
there are enough Eisenhower independents and 
Eisenhower Dem ocrats from 1952 who have con­ 
ceived a dislike for Nixon to m ake him a deteri- 
m ent to Eisenhower’s second-term candidacy. 
Why the dislike exists and what has fanned 
it into hatred is more a m atter for a study by 
m ass psychologists than for a description by 
historians. It is in part the result of the same 
kind of political malice that made the late 
Robert A. Taft a bogeyman to m any Americans 
who never inquired into the 
source of the 
sm ears against him. 
But in larger part, Nixon has been the victim 
of Dwight Eisenhower’s nonpolitical prestige. E i­ 
senhower is a hard m an to villify; his stature 
is too great for the political pygmies who would 
like to destroy him. 
Nixon has been the victim of the rancor that 
otherwise would have been* spent on the Presi­ 
dent. And the rancor has been intensified by Ei­ 
senhower’s deliberate polioy of preparing Nixon 
to assume duties of the presidency. 
That m ay help to explain why vice presi­ 
dents traditionally have been figureheads. They 
would have become targets for political abuse 
if they had been anything else. 
Nixon, the best prepared vice president who 
ever lived one heart beat from the presidency, 
is the most criticized m an who ever held the 
office. 


Easy Way Out 
The cynical resolution adopted by the Ala­ 
bam a Senate calling on Congress to furnish 
funds to remove Negroes from the state and re­ 
settle them in the North and West reveals the 
hopelessmess of the race problem in the Deep 
South as far as public authority is concerned. 
Politicians have no solution. 
Yet, resettlem ent has been the solution of 
m any thousands of individual Negroes who have 
left the South to seek new homes. 
It has not been a perfect solution, but it has 
offered hope in all cases and realization of hope 
in m any cases. It has worked least well when 
Negroes relocated themselves in areas where 
there were large Negro settlem ents, such as 
New York City. Detroit and Chicago. It has 
worked better when they sought new homes in 
sm aller cities and in semi-rural communities. 
It has worked best when they sought n e w 
homes with the advantage of advanced educa­ 
tion, free from the lack of education that has 
been the historic handicap of their race in the 
South. 
There is no easy way out for Alabama or 
any other southern state with unwieldy Negro 
populations — the tragic heritage of the slave 
system on which the slave states once relied 
to give them an economic advantage. But there 
has been and will continue to be an easy way 
out for individual Negroes who move away.

of personal liberty and the sub­ 
ordination of the individual to a 
social environment which not only 
dominates him but molds his per­ 
sonality, the avoidance of the pro­ 
fit concept in economics and the 
reinstitution of slave labor—t h e 
western mind resists such notions 
of life. 


IT WAS EASIES 
when Stalin 
was the m aster of Russia be­ 
cause Stalin was a brutal auto­ 
crat, a twentieth century reincar­ 
nation of Genghis Khan. Stalin was 
not even brie to the Marxist-Lenin- 
ist dogma, as the Twentieth Con­ 
gress of the Communist p a r t y 
USSR has now declared. He built 
his own dogma in a book called 
“ Foundations of Leninism,” and he 
demanded an unfailing orthodoxy. 
He was uncompromising w i t h 
those who even slightly deviated 
from his decisions which covered 
the entire gam ut of human thought 
and activity. Deviators he had kill­ 
ed or, in a gentler mood, he exiled 
them to the tundras of Siberia. He 
organized for world conquest and 
held his power until he died. 
Opposition to Stalin was constant 
in Russia and in the world Com­ 
munist parties. He m et the op­ 
position by purges in the course of 
which he destroyed his betters, the 
founders of his party. When I en­ 
countered Stalin at the Smolny In­ 
stitute in Petrograd in 1917, he 
was not even newsworthy compar­ 
ed with Trotzky, Kamenev, Zino­ 
viev, Bukharin, etc. He killed them 
all. 


AFTER STALIN’S death, t h e 
Communist party had either to re­ 
turn to the M arxist-Leninist dogma 


had appointed to succeed him. 
The emergence of Khruscbchev 
ended the struggle because be re­ 
verted 
to 
the 
M anast-Lem m st 
dogma and to the dictatorship of 
the party rather than of one man. 
This is called “ collective leader­ 
ship.” 
It is too early to grasp all that 
happened at the Twentieth Con­ 
gress However, it would seem to 
me that from an historic stand­ 
point, this ems a momentous gath­ 
ering and 
that it is likely to 
strengthen 
the 
Soviet 
universal 
state because it will bring into line 
dissident factions inside and out­ 
side Russia. 


TO POSSESS POWER. Khrush­ 
chev avoided the seizure of power, 
assuming 
that 
differences 
of 
! opinion do not really amount to 
much in the long run. Whereas 
Stalin could not effect a change in 
government 
without 
committing 
m urder, Khrushchev does not even 
deprive Malenkov and Molotov of 
office, thus making them increas­ 
ingly 
dependent 
upon 
him. Un­ 
doubtedly, Khrushchev possesses a 
sense of hum or, which could not 
be said of Stalin. 
The danger to the United States 
lies in this very sense of humor 
which m akes Khrushchev m o r e 
flexible than Stalin was. And it is 
this flexibility which has won for 
Khrushchev the great diplomatic 
victory of neutralism which is a 
peril to the United States. 
Stalin long played with the idea 
of moving into the Moslem world 
but found no way to do it; Khrush­ 
chev moved in boldly even while 
the Summit Conference was being 
held at Geneva. 


IT IS BEYOND belief that our 
officials did nothing about that ex­ 
cept to say that the situation is 
precarious and ought not to become 
a campaign issue in 1956. 
The absurdity of the position of 
our State Departm ent will become 
obvious when Israel too purchases 
arm s from Czechoslovakia a n d 
Poland which possess ample means 
to arm any small nation that would 
like to do any fighting anywhere. 
What will John Foster Dulles say 
to that? Will he say that Soviet 
R u s s i a encourages neutralism 
among our allies because they fear 
u s’ By that logic, why not encour­ 
age neutralism among some of 
Russia’s satellites?

I was presented some of the 
facts concerning the sewage dis­ 
posal plant and I wish to pass 
them on to the people of East 
Liverpool. 
In so doing I hope that they will 
see that putting a disposal plant in 
at this time will in no way benefit 
them. The facts follow: 
According to the decision In the 
Gallipolis, Ohio, case, the city of 
E ast Liverpool cannot be com­ 
pelled to build such a plant as 
long as cities in West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania empty untreated sew­ 
age into the river above our city. 
This decision was in pursuance 
of G.C. 6111.11 which provides as 
follows: But no municipality dis­ 
charging sewage into a river which 
separated this state from another 
state shall be required to install 
sewage purification works so long 
as the unpurified sewage of m u­ 
nicipal 
corporations 
of 
another 
state is discharged into such river 
above such municipal corporation 
of this state. 
Secondly, G eveland M. Bailey, 
a Congressman from West Vir­ 
ginia, has intaoduced H R. bill 8885 
to authorize appropriation of one 
billion dollars annually for con­ 
struction loans to encourage the in­ 
stallation 
of 
sewage 
treatm ent 
plants by states and municipali­ 
ties. 
Such loans would be for 30 years 
with interest at the rate of 2 4 per 
cent per annum and would be lim­ 
ited to two-thirds of ‘the cost of 
the 
improvement 
or 
$1,000,000, 
whichever amount is less T h i s 
bill was referred to the H o u s e 
Committee on Public Works on 
Jan. 30. 1956, and has a good 
chance of passing. If this should 
become the law’, East Liverpool, 
by delaying construction of this 
plant, might well save from $150,- 
000 to $200,000 in interest on its 
bonds. 
Wellsville has decided to wait 
and see the outcome of the fore­ 
going and I see no reason why 
E ast Liverpool should not do the 
sam e. We can lose nothing, we can 
o n ly save the taxpayer a heavier 
burden than is necessary. 
I ask the people of E ast Liver­ 
pool to call your councilman and 
give him your view on this project. 
Rem em ber he is working for you, 
not himself.

In politics, the trick is 
to avoid doing the unnecessary and 
the superfluous where votes in a 
national convention are at stake. 
Few people realize that neither 
I Sen. Sparkman of Alabama, who

the 
Demo­ 
cratic ticket with Stevenson, nor 
the then Sen. Nixon of California, 
who becam e the running m ate of 
Eisenhower, 
w e r e 
prominently 
mentioned for second place in ad­ 
vance (rf t h e conventions in 1952. 
The fight now to prevent the re­ 
nomination of Nixon as vice presi­ 
dent could have ruinous effects In­ 
side the Republican 
party. 
For, 
while he wasn’t a Taft man tn the 
preconvention fight of 1952. he is 
friendly to that wing of the party. 
Likewise, while he didn’t exactly

have occasion to read about

new study on the subject, or listen 
to an up-to-date opinion from an 
authority. 
TTiis is all to the good, for there 
is no question that heart trouble 
has become a m ajor 
threat 
to 
m an’s well being, and the more 
we know about it, the more we 
hear it discussed and 
analyzed, 
the better prepared we will be to 
cope with it when it comes, or 
avoid it altogether. 
There was a tim e when heart 
disease was identified for the most 
part with older people, the per­ 
son whose natural life was about 
spent. Doctors used to say that 
such a person died because his 
heart gave out —“heart failure ’, 
it was called. 
But. heart trouble today is no 
respecter of age or sex or occu­ 
pation. It strikes young and old 
alike, women as well as men. and 
is 
common 
to 
factory 
worker. 
store clerk, housewife, and busi­ 
ness executive. 
Today, a perfectly healthy heart 
is subject to attack with little or 
no warning. The experts say this 
is due to our current mode of liv­ 
ing. the speed we travel, the pace 
of the business day, the fact we 
play as hard as we work, the in­ 
tensity with which we 
approach 
almost everything we do. Psychol­ 
ogists tells us there is also a fac­ 
tor of insecurity in all this, that 
the average person see ms to sense 
an impending disaster or danger 
to himself and those for whom he 
is responsible. 
Perhaps this is 
true. 
Without 
question, life is more complicated 
than in days gone by. But, there 
are also more conveniences and 


I comforts in present 
day 
living, 
and no one does the hard. physi­ 
cal labor that once took its daily 
toll of his strength. What, then, 
is the answ er’ Where do we look 
for relief from the worry, pres­ 
sure, and tension that bring on so 
I many of today’s heart attacks? 
The specialist invariably recom­ 
mends three things — sufficient 
rest, proper diet, and mild exer- 
I cise. But. physical rest is of lit­ 
tle use without peace of mind, diet 
1 is of no value unless accompan­ 
ied by a sense of well being, and 
exercise is worthless if pressure 
and tension remain. 
A heart attack, or any 
other 


I serious illness, should serve as a 
warning that the tim e has come 
to re-evaluate life, place the prop­ 
er emphasis on our desires and 
wants, our purposes 
and 
ambi- 
1 dons. With it, should come a new 
I sense of humility, 
a 
realization 
that m ere man is not a super 
being, is not 
essential 
to 
all 
things or capable of everything. 
We m ust listen to the medical 
doctor. But, we m ust also turn to 
the M aster Physician. We 
m ust 
give Him a chance to play Hie 
part in the diagnosis and cure, lf 
we do so, then will come the se­ 
curity and confidence and faith 
| that perm it a physical restoration 
j to take place effectively and com­ 
pletely.

6% Boost In 
Freig ht Rates 


Faslest General 
Increase On Record 
Granted By ICC 


WASHINGTON (C—The natkm’i 
railroads had permission today to 
boost by • per cent the rates they 
charg e tor most freig ht they haul 
across state lines. 
In the fastest g eneral rate in­ 
crease action on record, the Inter­ 
state Commerce CcMnmission Fri­ 
day authorized the Increase to 
become effective nex t Wednesday. 
On many farm commodities and 
some minerals, the ICC ordered 
the rale increa^ held under 6 per 
cent. 
The same increases were au­ 
thorized also for domestic water 
carriers. 
The railroads had soug ht a flat 
7 per cent rate rise, citing in­ 
creased labor and materials costs. 
Seeking q uick action, they had of­ 
fered 
to 
refund 
the 
increased 
charg es if the ICC found later 
that they were not justified. 
But the ICC closed the case late 
Friday with a 
finding that a 
g eneral 6 per cent rate advance 
was warranted by operating ex ­ 
pense 
increases 
“amounting 
to 
more than 500 million dollars an­ 
nually.“ The "new rates thus arc 
not subject to refunding . 
Industry officials estimated the 
ICC order would result in hikii^ 
freig ht billing s by about 423 mil­ 
lions a year. 
The commission lim its to 5 per 
cent the advance on g rains, live­ 
stock. fresh meats, and packing ­ 
house products. It ruled that coal 
and coke freig ht rates could not 
be increased more than 15 cents 
a ton. Lig nite increases were held 
to 7 cents a ton. 
Similar “hold-downs“ were or­ 
dered to fresh • fruits ami veg e­ 
ta le s , melons, nuts, canned and 
preserved foods, lumber products, 
sug ar, syrup, phosphate rock, salt, 
potash and manure salts. 
Railroad men said these q uali­ 
fications made the rate revision 
eq uivalent to an over aU increase 
of less than 5 per cent.

TOLEDO, Ohio (Jl—A Cadillac 
that was ‘‘flying to o lo w" and a 
gmall priv ate plane that jo ined 
westbo u nd au to traffic liv ened u p 
Friday’s to u r o f du ty fo r Ohio 
Tu rnpike patro lmen near here. 
Jancu B. Yo nley, 37. was flying 
•lo ne fro m New Yo rk to his ho me 
Ui Cedar Lake. Ind.. last night 
when he ran lo w o n gas ju st after 
du sk. There were ju st three gal­ 
lo ns left in his fo u r-place plane 
when he pu t it do wn o n a west­ 
bo u nd lane o f the tu rnpike near 
the Frem<mt-Po rt Clinto n Inter­ 
change. 
“I ju st picked o u t a space where 
there were no cars and set er 
do wn." said Yo nley. who was u n­ 
hu rt. 
Patro lmen said they wo u ld be 
o n hand this mo rning to ho ld u p 
traffic while Yo nley takes o ff fro m 
the highway. He was within 19 
miles o f the To ledo Airpo rt. 
Tbe patro l co nferred with the 
Sandu sky Co u nty pro secu to r in the 
ho pe o f finding so me charge to 
file against Yo nley, bu t no ne was 
disco v ered at first search. 
"The tu rnpike is fo r cars,” Sgt 
Jidm Relac o f the patro l co mplain­ 
ed. 
At the wheel o f the "flying 
Cadillac was Charles Zu bik, 62, oi 
Pittsbu rgh, who was clo cked by 
pu rsu ing Patro lman Ralph Lewis 
•t 100 miles an ho u r. 


Zu bik, driv ing east, was winning 
his race with Lewis* so u ped-u p 
cru iser u ntil Lewis Yadio ed ahead 
fo r help. Patro lman Jack Hen­ 
drickso n armed himself with a 
rifle and left his desk at the Swan- 
to n Statio n to stand in the middle 
o f the tu rnpike as a cme-man ro ad­ 
blo ck. 
Zu bik saw the rifleman, decided 
no t to beco me a target and 
screeched to a stc^ a qu arter o f 
mile fro m Hendrickso n. 
At Swanto n befiMre Mayo r Arthu r 
D. Smith, the Pittsbu rgher was 
fined 1100 and co sts o n charges o f 
reckless driv ing and excessiv e 
speed. Zu bik paid and dro v e o n— 
slo wly.

Instead o f figu ring aUo tments 
so lely o n a per pu pil basis, the 
state win u se a mo re co mplicated 
s ys t e m based o n ‘‘classro o m 
u nits” o f 30 pu pils each. Other fac­ 
to rs will be ctrnsidered. inclu ding 
tiie degree o f training ci the teach­ 
ing staff. Fo r instance, the dis­ 
trict win receiv e $ 4,100 fo r each 
teacher with a master’s degree 
and $ 3,900 fo r each o ne ho lding a 
bachelo r’s degree, with a descend­ 
ing scale fo r lesser qu alificatio iis, 
he explained. 
Becau se o f the "classro o m u nit" 
co mpu tatio n, scho o ls will av o id 
a 
tendency to o v ercro wd classro o ms, 
as was the case in so me instances 
u nder the present system. 
Ho wev er, the change win re­ 
qu ire hiring o f 22 to 24 m o r e 
teachers fo r the staff here. 
The new metho d o f co mpu ting 
state aid is expected to bring East 
Liv erpo o l appro ximately 
$ 60,000 
mo re annu ally. 
"The pro blem Is ho w to pay the 
additio nal salaries that win be re­ 
qu ired when it is difficu lt no w to 
staff all o u r classro o ms," Su pt . 
Betts said. "The sho rtage o f teach­ 
ers win get wo rse befo re it gets 
better," he added, explaining that 
Ohio is expected to hav e a sho rt­ 
age o f 3,000 teachers fo r the next 
three years. 
The su perintendent co mmented 
that the district mu st find ways 
(rf paying its teachers mo re mo n­ 
ey. When the district seeks to re­ 
cru it u n i v e r s i t y gradu ates as 
teachers, it is able to o ffer a start­ 
ing salary o f $ 3,200, against $ 3,900 
fro m "richer" districts. East Liv ­ 
erpo o l o ffers a maximu m o f $ 4,600 
to the same teacher — mo re pro s­ 
pero u s districtj can o ffer u p to 
$6.200. 
The su perintendeift praised bo th 
the Bo ard o f Edu catio n and th e 
teaching staff. 
"Being a member o f the Bo ard 
o f Eklu catiiMi is a respo nsible jo b 
at any time, bu t du ring the last 
three o r fo u r years, with the bu ild­ 
ing pro gram, the respo nsibility has 
been far heav ier than u su al," he 
said. 
As an example o f the extra time 
demanded by the bu ilding pro ­ 
gram, he said the bo ard members 
were to attend a meeting yester­ 
day o n selectio n o f equ ipment fo r 
the new Westgate Scho o l. As ea<A 
o i 12 bidders was allo wed 15 min­ 
u tes to discu ss his pro du cts, the 
meeting wo u ld requ ire fo u r and a 
half to fiv e ho u rs.

Betts said Ohio 
scho o l districts need to be free to 
make lo ng-range financial plans,

units” of 30 pupils each. Other fac­ 
tors will be considered, including 
the degree of training of the teach­ 
ing staff. For instance, the dis­ 
trict will receive $4,100 for each 
teacher with a master’s degree 
and $3,900 for each one holding a 
bachelor’s degree, with a descend­ 
ing scale for lesser qualifications, 
he explained. 
Because of the "classroom unit" 
computation, schools will avoid a 
tendency to overcrowd classrooms, 
as was the case in some instances 
under the present system. 
However, the change will 
re­ 
quire hiring of 22 to 24 m o r e 
teachers for the staff here. 
The new method of computing 
state aid is expected to bring East 
Liverpool approximately 
$60,000 
more annually. 
"The problem is how to pay the 
additional salaries that will be re­ 
quired when it is difficult now to 
staff all our classrooms,” Supt . 
Betts said. "The shortage of teach­ 
ers will get worse before it gets 
better,” he added, explaining that 
Ohio is expected to have a short­ 
age of 3.000 teachers for the next 
three years.
